a. Is a member in good standing of the lowa
national guard.
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b. The person®s net income earned in lowa is over
two thousand five hundred dollars, or five thousand
dollars if married and filing jointly, in the current
tax year and the person may fTile an lowa income tax
form for the current year, and the person owns
property located in the state of lowa and pays taxes
